“ This is a shabby and immoral 
action”, be said.

The partners of Weller Eggar 
have agreed to pay in full to 
Mr Lionel Brooks, the original, 
owner of the Bewbush estate in 
Sussex, the . additional commis¬ 
sion received b7 them from the 
resale of part of the estate by 
Eeatfold Ltd, it was announced 
yesterday.

British Airways, the state- 
owned airline, and the inde¬ 
pendent British Caledonian 
were ordered to exchange a 
number of important routes in 
a White Paper on civil aviation 
policy published yesterdav. At 
the same time the licence 
granted to Laker Airways to 
operate a walk-on, cheap-fare 
Skytrain service between Lon¬ 
don and New York was can¬ 
celled. 

The White Paper incorpor¬ 
ated a new “spheres of influ¬ 
ence ” policy for British airlines 
endorsed by Mr Shore, Secre¬ 
tary of Stare for Trade, under 
which, in general terms, British 
Airways will fly to North 
America and British Caledonian 
to South America. British Air¬ 
ways will also be the sole 

operator to East Africa and t!ie 
Seychelles, While British Cale¬ 
donian will be the sole opera¬ 
tor to West and Central Africa. 

Among the exceptions to that 
policy would be the retention 
by British Caledonian of its 
licences to operate scheduled 
services to Atlanta and 
Houston, and the freedom of 
British Airways to operate the 
Concorde to places within the 
British Caledonian sphere 

Ttie new policy will mean 
that British Caledonian will 
have to give up its licences to 
operate to New York, Los 
Angeles. Boston, Toronto, Bah¬ 
rain and Singapore, East Africa 
and the. Seychelles. British Air¬ 
ways will surrender to British 
Caledonian its services to 
Venezuela, Colombia and Peru. 

The White Paper also ended 
British Caledonian’s special 
position as the British “ second 
force ” airline, under which the 
Civil Aviation Authority was 
required to give it preferential 
treatment to help it to develop 
its route network. “The Secre¬ 
tary of State does not consider 


it desirable that British Cale¬ 
donian should continue to en¬ 
joy such treatment in circum¬ 
stances in which it would 
usually only be possible to 
favour British Caledonian at the 
direct expense of British Air¬ 
ways ”, the document said- 
Uflder the new policy the 
aviation authoritv would be re¬ 
quired to give both airlines a 
strong preference wimin their 
respective spheres of influence. 

Competition between their 
long-haul services involved both 
airlines in a wasteful use of 
resources which outweighed 
anv possible advantage to the 
travelling public, the White 
Paper said. 

The exchange of routes in 
Africa should enable both air¬ 
lines to achieve considerable 
savings through deploying their 
resources more effectively. The 
Government believed that the 
rearrangement of routes was 
fair to both and would provide 
a firm and stable basis on which 
both could plan for their 
development, so strengthening 
their ability to compete with 
foreign carriers in the demand¬ 
ing world aviation market. 

As a result of the spheres of 
influence policy their services 
would in future be complemen¬ 
tary rather than competitive, 
and the way would be open for 
much closer cooperation 

Announcing the cancellation 
of the Skytrain licence, the 
White Paper said that account 
had been taken of the wide 
range of charter services and 
promotional fares on scheduled 
services developed over the past 
few years. There was much less 
scope than was ori ginall y en¬ 
visaged for a Skytrain-type ser¬ 
vice to generate new traffic, a 
good proportion of which would 
be diverted from other existing 
services. British Airways would 
lose £6m a year if Skytrain 
and a corresponding United 
States service were operated.

Natural growth of East 
Anglia encouraged

It has rejected as “neither 
essential nor very practicable ” 
a recommendation by planners 
that a more even spread of 
growth should be sought. 

The recommendation was 
central to a report published 
last year by an independent 
team commissioned by the Gov¬ 
ernment, the local pl anning 
authorities in the region, and 
the Regional Economic Plan¬ 
ning Council. 

In a document outlining its 
response, published yesterday, 
the Government recognizes that 
population growth “represents 
the major problem for East 
AngliaIt says the growth, 
expected to be 'from about 
1^50,000 now to . between 
2^200,000 and 2,600,000 by the 
end of the century, is likely to 
be largely of four main types. 

They are planned overspill 
from London, migration of 
retired people to attractive 
areas where houses are still 
relatively cheap, movement to 
areas made easier of access by 
better roads, including some 
people prepared to commute to 


London and natural increase. 

It acknowledges that growth 
is concentrated in the southern 
and south-western parts of the 
region, which are ‘ generally 
accessible to London. 

lit says there should be care¬ 
ful preparation by planning 
authorities, for the future 
growth, and in some- parts 
restraint may be called for by 
amenity considerations, the 
need to protect agricultural 
land and die need to limit pres¬ 
sure on scarce resources.

Old EEC antagonisms revive over European Parliamen

• Labour backbenchers believe 
that the • Cabinet will today 
settle the details of the Green 
Paper promised on the propo¬ 
sals for direct elections to the 
European Parliament, giving 
the timetable for consultations 
and legislation to enable the 
first election to take place in 
1978. 

It was obvious yesterday that 
adil the old antagonisms over the 
EEC are being revived for the 
parliamentary battle that will 
be fought , on the legislation, 
which is necessary to establish 
European “ constituencies ” and 
the method of voting. 

Mr John Roper, Labour MP 
for Farnsworth and chairman erf 
-the Labour Committee _for 
Europe; yesterday wrote to Mr 
Callaghan, Secretary of State 
for Foreign end Commonwealth 
Affairs, and Mr Jenkins, Home 
Secretary, enclosing a 10-page 
document prepared by pro-EEC 
Labour -MPs. That suggests that 
to give fairer representation to 
the regions of the United King¬ 
dom and to the larger countries 
of the EEC the number of seats 
in the -European Parliament 
should be increased to 418 from 
the 355 recommended in the 
European Parliament’s draft 
convention of January, 1975. 

Mr John Mills, secretary. of 


the Labour- Commofi? Market 
Safeguards Committee,^ said that 
5S Labour MPs, with allies from' 
other parties, will oppose the' 
legislation, just as they opposed 
the Bill that took Britain intD 
the European Community. 

He explained: “We are 
opposed to direct elections on 
the grounds that we think they 
would cement us still more 
securely into the unfavourable 
position in. which we now find 
ourselves. 

“We agree that the present 
EEC set-up is rather undemo¬ 
cratic, with so much power'in 
the hands of. the commission, 
but while we favour more de-.. 
mocracy we are anxious lest 
direct elections should be a- 
smokescreen under which the 
United Kingdom moves towards 
the acceptance of a European 
federal state.” 

Mr Mills said that a directly 
elected European Parliament 
would .allow the presear. EEC 
system to be presented in a 
more favourable : light, without 
allowing the United Kingdom to 
renegotiate rite terms 

“ These federal elections may ■ 
produce a parliament in which _ 
there is a left-right split, but no 
one is going to make it any 
easier for us to renegotiate the 
agricultural policy, deal with 
the flow of investment to 


Europe, or do' anything to* 
stanch oor balance of payments 
deficit with Europe, which is 
enormous at the moment It 
would open the way to monetary 
union, which we dunk would be 
very disadvantageous to the

EEC food price 
rises will add

Price changes planned by tbe 
EEC would add about. 2Jp in 
the pound to British shopping 
bills for food by the end of 
this year, the Ministry of 
Agriculture.

A legal action and a threat 
I of violence have introduced a 
sour note into the preparations 
for one of the most elaborate 
carnival celebrations, the Rose 
’ Monday processions in Cologne. 

A lawyer representing 130 
private citizens, -who clubbed 
together to retain him, has 
lodged a complaint against the 
Cologne carnival celebration 
committee at a criminal court, 
alleging “ incitement of the 
populace ”. 

At the same time, a hitherto 
unknown organization calling 
itself “ the Popular Carnival 
Defence Committee ” has 
threatened to storm the pro¬ 
cess km in on anonymous letter 
to the organizers. 

Although there is no evidence 
of a link between the court 
action and the threat, both are 
aimed at the withdrawal from 
the great procession of tvro 
floats, regarded by the pro¬ 
testers as defaming West Ger¬ 
many's 1300,000 jobless and 
2300.000 foreign workers. 

The procession consists of 
hundreds of floats which take 
several hours to pass through 
the packed streets on Rose 
Monday, which falls on March 
1 this year, the day before 
Shrove Tuesday. 

Some carry brass bands, 
others girls in peasant costume 
or mode “ soldiers 0 in carnival 
uniform who hurl handfuls of 
remarkably hard sweets on to 
the heads of spectators. 

There are also floats on 
topical subjects. Prominent 
politicians are parodied, especi¬ 


ally, in an election year like 
this one, and current issues 
with their attendant popular 
prejudices are used as themes. 

One of the controversial 
floats shows an unemployed 
man and a girl sharing a huge 
bed. The man is depicted grin¬ 
ning with Joy as the postman 
(all three figures are of luridly 
painted papier mfich£) bands 
over bis unemployment benefit. 
Torn-up “job offers” are 
strewn under the bed. The 
motto reads: “Heigh ho, how 
nice it is in bed. 0 

The other float shows a 
Turkish “ guest-worker 0 and his 
wife, both beaming and in 
national costume, with their 15 
children, who are holding plac¬ 
ards labelled: “Child allov> 
mice 1 0 The motto says : “ That 
is why I tell you, move to the 
Rhine.” 

The carnival committee’s 
reply to the protests does little 
to improve the atmosphere. It 
denies any wish to defame any¬ 
body and says that it is “dis¬ 
torted fantasy” to see the two 
floats as defamatory. 

The unemployment float, the 
statement adds, did not in any 
way libel the majority of job¬ 
less people but was aimed at 
" the minority among them who 
seek by ignoble means to gain 
advantages at the expense of 
their remaining unemployed 
co He agues.”

San Francisco, Feb 11.—A 
federal judge ruled today that 
damaging testimony against 
Miss Patricia Hearst, the news¬ 
paper heiress, could be heard 
at her trial on armed robbery 
charges.-This would include evi¬ 
dence of her. later participation 
in a gun battle at a sports 
goods store in Los Angeles. 

Judge ' Oliver Carter also 
ruled that the prosecution 
could tell - the jury how Miss 
Hearst, who is 2L failed to take. 
advantage of at least IQ oppor¬ 
tunities to escape during her 
19 months with her terrorist 
captors, the Symbionese Libera¬ 
tion Army (SLA)-. 

Included in evidence which 
the defence asked to be ex¬ 
cluded were statements Miss 
Hearst made on tape and to 
people she met during her 
time as “ Tania", the under¬ 
ground convert of the SLA. In 
these, she said that she had 
taken part willingly in the bank 
raid in San Francisco on April 
15, 1974. 

Judge Carter said in his 
ruling: “By the preponder¬ 
ance of the evidence, the Gov¬ 
ernment has established that 
the statements, made by the 


defendant after the happening, 
of the bank robbery, whether 
by tape recording or oral com¬ 
munication or in writing, were 
made voluntarily." 

The judge's ruling was seen 
as a big setback for the 
defence, wuch had tried to get 
evidence of all of Miss Hearer's, 
activities after the bank rob¬ 
bery excluded. Her lawyer, Mr 

F. Lee Bailey, claimed that the 
prosecution wanted to bring 
this evidence in merely to give 
here a "bad character". 

Mr Bailey claimed that if the 
statements, which he main¬ 
tained were forced from Miss 
Hearst by her captors, could be 
used to convict her, it would 
encourage. other underground 
terrorist groups to use the same

But the prosecutor, Mr James

Lebanon to

Beirut, Feb 11.—The Syrian- 
inspired political agreement 
which ended the Lebanese civil 
war will leave unchanged the 
unwritten pact by which the 
President of the Republic is 
always a Maronxte Christian. 

But Mr Rashid Karami, the 
Prime Minister, speaking to 
journalists after the weekly 
Cabinet meeting, said this 
would not be set down in writ¬ 
ing as Maronite political leaders 
had proposed. Some Muslim 
politicians vigorously opposed 
any written accord on the reli¬ 
gious distribution of the coun¬ 
try’s Three senior offices—Presi¬ 
dent. Prime Minister, and 
Speaker of Parliament—while 
accepting that there should be 
no change in the present 
arrangement. 

When Lebanon gained its in¬ 
dependence in 1943, its politi¬ 
cal leaders agreed that the head 
of state should always be a 
Maronite, the Prime Minister a 
Sunni Muslim, and the Speaker 
a Shiite Muslim. A spokesman 
for the biggest party represent¬ 
ing the Maronites, the Phalan- 
gists, said tonight the Chris¬ 
tians had proposed that the 
pact should now be ser down 
in writing, but they, had not 
insisted on it. 

He added that the party’s 
political bureau would discuss 
the decision not to put the pact 
in writing when it met tomor¬ 
row. “ It is a matter of a cer¬ 
tain confidence. Tbe import¬ 
ance of accords is the sincerity 
with which they are applied, 
whether they are written or 
not", tbe spokesman declared.

Renewal of terrorism 
feared in Israel

Security forces in Israel are 
taking precautions against an 
expected renewal of terrorist 
activity by the Palestine Libera¬ 
tion Organization (PLO) in what 
is described as “ a desperate 
attempt to reassert its presence 
in the administered (occupied) 
areas”. 

Tbe PLO is thought to be 
trying to prevent King Husain’s 
attempt to reassert nis influ¬ 
ence in the West Bank, which 
has American and qualified 
Israeli support, and to deter 
pro-Jordanian elements in the 
West Bank municipal elections 
in April. 

Security officials report an 
upsurge in terrorist activity, 
aung the ambush of an Army 
patrol by gunmen in Gaza on 
Monday night, and attacks on 
buses in the Nablus area. There 
were no casualties, but the 
ambush has caused alarm be¬ 
cause it comes after the report 
of the arrest of an A1 Fatah 
group in the area, which has 
been free of terrorist activity 
for two years. 

If there is a resurgence it 
may be due to local anger over 
the American veto which has 
blocked the entry of the PLO 
into peace talks and reopened 
the way for Jordan, which has 
no claim to Gaza. Extremists 
among Arabs and Jews are 
threatening what slender hopes 
remain of peace and coexist- 


remaxn of peace ana coexist¬ 
ence. 

In an attempt to prevent the 
Government from offering any 
territorial concessions on the 
West Bank, the Gush Emunfm 
movement today disclosed a 
“ master plan ” for' the estab¬ 
lishment of 100 new Jewish 
settlements in the Arab areas. 


A .spokesman said it - had- 
been submitted for Government 
approval but did not say where, 
the proposed settlements would 
be sited. - 

Gush Emunim has already sec 
up A number of illegal settle^ 
meats dose to Arab towns with 
the tadt support of some mini¬ 
sters. The settlers near Nablus, 
who could not be evicted, were 
allowed to move into an Army 
camp and are now being pro¬ 
vided with prefabricated houses- 
Tbe settlement has provoked 
widespread demonstrations by 
Arabs. 

Hundreds of Arab high school 
pupils again demonstrated vio¬ 
lently in Jerusalem today 
against a recent magistrate’s 
ruling that Jews have the righi 
to pray Dn the Temple Mount 
(Haram es Sharif), where Al 
Aqasa mosque stands.

Innsbruck, Feb 11.—John Currv, of Britain, 
skated a free programme of typical elegance 
and artistry to win the Olympic gold medal for 
men's figure skating here tonight. 

The medal was the first for his country at 
these Winter Olympics and a Briton won the 
title of world’s best men's skater for the first 
time since Graham' Sharp took the world 
championship in 1939. The silver medal went 
to Kovalyov, of the Soviet Union, and Cranston, 
of Canada, took the bron=s- 

The 26-year-old Curry, who trains in the 
United States and sprang to prominence by 
winning the European championship in Genera 
last month, knew tonight that to win he had 
only to avoid serious errors. He starred oat 
pensively and with care but a triple toe-lccp 
after onl? a few seconds showed it was not 
going to be all caution in his programme. 

Bis face, etched in deep concentration, Curry 
brought off a triple salchow, and it was ncc 
until he touched down perfectly on a triole 
loop that a broad smile broke on his face. After 
a perfect double axel, double salchow and 
double loop, Curry went into a series of steps 
and spin movements before ending his pro¬ 
gramme with yet another superb double axel. 

Ar the side of the rink his coach. Carlo Fassi, 
hugged the British team manager, Eileen 
Anderson, because he knew Curry had wen. 
There were still four skaters to so but nc»«e 
of them could catch Curry and if there was any 
doubt the last skater. Volkov, of the Soviet 
Union, who was second to Curry before tonight, 
fell on a triple salchow early in the programme. 

Curry was obviously happy at this triumob 
but remained cool and calm as he said: “I 
shall go to the world championships and 
perhaps then T shall retire from amateur 
skating. Perhaps 1 might form a theatre of 
amateur skating." He described his win cs 
“ die perfect end to my amateur career ”, He 
said: “ I plan to present skating as a perform¬ 
ing art in a theatrical setting. Being an amateur,

Every one of 
tbe seven required elements was 
immaculately skated with great 
artistry. From her opening axel 
jump, with graceful use of hsr 
hands, until tiie final combination 
spin, there was no sign cf a 
ntistake. although she said after¬ 
wards she thought her " footwork 
was a • little bit shaky It 
certainly did not appear so. 
Perhaps the highlight was her 
rpleadid back-bend spin, but it is 
difficult to chocss from a pro¬ 
gramme which vras so entirely 
satisfying. 

In the sL-:-mlnutc warm-up 
beforehand. Miss Hamit! fell nu 
iur flying sitspin, but this in ro 
way put her off. ** Fm glad 1 did 
it when I did and not ic tiie per¬ 
formance ”, she said. ** Last year 
I did it ia the compciscry pro¬ 
grammes.”

Elena Vodorazova (USSR) 
will not be 13 until May, bat rhe 
already bas a maturity of style 
beyond her years. She skated even 
better in the last European cham¬ 
pionships, but her performance 
today was outstanding by any 
standards.

When his appointzuoit as manager 
of Newcastle United was 
announced last summer to the 
footbaU-crazy Geordie public, 
many scratched their heads in 
total-bewilderment. Instead of tbe 
rumoured Jack Chariton, Brian 
Clough, or a resuscitated Sir Alf 
Ramsey, Newcastle had got 
Gordon Lee, via the fourth and 
third divisions. However, Lord 
Westwood and his fellow directors 
had seen something they wanted 
at St James’s Park.

European athletes found guilty 
last summer of taking the ille gal 
anabolic steroids may have their 
names revealed later this month 
by the European Athletic Associa¬ 
tion or the International Amateur 
Athletic Federation- 

After many puzzling weeks of 
silence, the BAA., who originally 
were given positive evidence of 
three cases of drag, taking at the 
European junior championships In 
Athens, the European Cup semi¬ 
final round at Crystal Palace and 
the European Cup final in Nice, 
have called on emergency meeting 
of the EAA council. This is td be 
held in Munich, on the first day 
of the European indoor champion¬ 
ships, on February 21,' with a press 
conference the next morning. 

On die agenda of the emergency 
meeting is an item to resolve the 
matter, of the doping control in 
Athens, which raised the possible 
disqualification of a member of a 
junior relay team last August. An 
appeal from the Athens meeting, 
so I understand from IAAF offi¬ 
cials, has contributed to the delay 
in' publicly naming the guilty 
athletes of last season. But I sus¬ 
pect there has also been urgent 
lobbying by some European offi¬ 
cials to avoid publicizing what 
they regard as a scandal. ■

competition. Without, such knon- 
- ledge, he asks, how can a scrutiny

Mr Gold, who feds that athletes

cheating), can. be expected to 
argue forcibly-in Munich for the 
naming of names.

Last year, while helping a friend look for 
a new house land finding one for myselfl 
X v.-as at first amazed and then appalled by 
the number of houses that were beautifully 
decorated, complete with fitted carpets 
and nice cars outside but either no bath¬ 
room or a bath with a cover on it in the 
jritchen. We must have seen half a dozen 
in one small, grey area between developer 
and demclkher. The bath comes a long 
way down in the list of priorities. 

In my starving days I used to press my 
nose against the window of Godfrey Enn- 
sack’s shop, then in Davies Street, and 
gaze wistfully at the beautiful things. It 
was a pleasure to meet the man himself, 
and discover the Apostle of the Bath, one 
of those people whose interest would bo 
obsessional, were it not for the humour 
and practicality which accompany it. 

Mr Bonsack believes passionately in 

baths and bathrooms. The English habit 
of using the coldest room in the house, 
off one eod of a passage, with no space to 
turn round, probably with a high window 
with frosted glass in it, fills lum with 
horror. Bathrooms are used by all the 
family every day, and are therefore as 
important as kitchens and bedrooms, more 
important then the sitting room. Formerly 
an interior decorator, he is now dedicated 
to the production of rhe bath beautiful 
and everything that goes with it. This 
includes the hydraulically operated swing 
tray (shown above) which looks good 
enough to eat caviar out of, and no doubt 
many of Mr Bonsack's clients do. 

The new Pisces bath (they are all called 
after astrological signs) is not only elegant 


but has several immensely practical 
features like a headrest, a small seat, and 
two armrests for people who find difficulty 
in climbing in and out It costs £318 + 
VAT. Swan taps (be your own Lndwig of 
Bavaria) and all kinds of entertaining 
animals are designed to become water 
inlets for the bath and the basin. But 
behind the fun and the luxury that are 
Godfrey Bonsack’s stock in trade is the 
perfectly serious and down to earth pro¬ 
position that bathrooms deserve the same 
amount of attention and design that we 
are prepared to give to kitchens. 

Baths arc made in cast iron, pressed 
steal, glass fibre, acrylic or plastic these 
days, and the plastic bath now accounts 
for a very largu proportion of the market. 

Cna of the great advantages is that plastic 
is so light that it can be installed by one 
man—no more do five men with a small 
crans tori up the stairs with a cast iron 
bath. There 'can be disadvantages: “ Just 
don't drop a hammer in it”, cautioned one 
of the builders as they escorted a plastic 
bath in next door. Not that one takes bHths 
with hammers normally, but the surface 
can be damaged, and plastic baths tend to 
“give” slightly when full of very hot 
water. Scratches can be eliminated, so I 
am told, with a good rub with liquid metal 
polish, and the bath itself should only be 
cleaned with soap or detergent^ never 
abrasives. And if you are decorating, paint 
stripper can be_ extremely, damaging. 

If no room exists for a second bathroom, 
there is an ingenious, though not outstand¬ 
ingly beautiful solution offered by the 
Conseel Mark 3 Foldaway. Shower cabinet. 


The whole unit folds away into_a Sm pro¬ 
jection 00 tiic -.vail, looking like a cup¬ 
board. Whan opened there is a shower 
tray, with shower mixing valve a nd rose, 
pylon curtains, soap dish and waste trap, 
at £270 (+ VAT). The doors are either 
in teak or white melamine. 

Kitchen manufacturers are getting in 
on the act, too. Both Wrighton and Eng¬ 
lish Rose have units which will take a 
washbasin, and while the idea of large 
storage units in the bathroom is a good 
one—bathroom fitting always s n xm_ to 
assume that you have not bought the giant 
economy size, the handy ten gallon vat, 
and do not have an enormous number of 
paper tissues flying out of. tiny shelves 
like leaves in Vollombrosa—the results 
are a bit stark. 

There are _ some nice, simple plastic 
bathroom fittings in the Crayonne range 
—a mirror 20in square at £8.95, a shelf 
(20in) at £L25, towel rail (20in), £L25 
with a matching 6in soap dish (99p) lava¬ 
tory paper holder (99pj and a toothbrush, 
holder and mug, £1.50. Thece are avail¬ 
able from Habirar and other suppliers in 
white, cream, and vile shades of bine and 
pink. 

Mr Bonsack has a lovely story of a 
greengrocer’s lorry which stopped outside 
his Mount Street showroom one. summer 
evening. The driver emerged, paid cash 
for a gold and white Moon bath, (with 
taps) loaded it on to the lorry,, and said, 
in answer to Mr Bonsack's f as c i nate d en¬ 
quiry, that his brother had one, and it was 
more popular with the girls than his own 
E-type Jaguar.

An East End 
fighter’s 
rise and 
fall

Given its .subject and setting. 
Pbfl. Woods’s play strikes me as 
a good chance thrown- away. 
Its theme is the rise and fall of 
an-East End fighter daring the. 
1930s; not a big-name Unten¬ 
der, but one of the army of 
hungry men who managed 
briefly to punch bis way into 
comfort and status before wind¬ 
ing up on the scrap-heap'before 
the age of 30. 

AH this is. a foregone conclu¬ 
sion from the first sight of 
Johnny turning up. at die gym 
and being Taken on by a Jewish 
manager who spots his promise. 
We know be is going to win 
one important fight, and then 
go to pieces. The interest lies 
not - in what happens but bow 
k happens ; and the Half Moon 
setting, a realistic * ring with 
gym routines going on in the 
foreground, encourages expecta¬ 
tion that this is how the piece 
will develop. It- was presum¬ 
ably that hope which-drew a 
good number of well known 
fighters to Tuesday’s show, 
with the boxing correspondent 
of- the Evening News who intro¬ 
duced them before' Johnny’s 
two-round knockout. 

Ring detail apart, however, 
there is not much to be gleaned 
from the piece, .which settles 
for B-movie suspense-- with : 
Johnny’s wife taking an over¬ 
dose before his big fight (why 
is never explained), an un¬ 
believable high-life liaison with 
a ladylike, columnist, and -the 
final spectacle of-the pathetic 
has-been drifting back to the 
gym looking for 'work as a 
. trainer. 

There is vague talk abour cor¬ 
ruption, but as Johnny from 
the start cultivated a big month 
and an obsession with money, 
it is far from clear whether Mr 
Woods is laying the blame on 
him or on tbe system. Nor is' 
the system illuminated by the 
surrounding boxing types, who 
may emphasize the point that 
this is an environment where 
slolL, crime, social work and 
glamour meet; bnt do nothing 
to show how these 'elements 
hang together to establish 
h uman contact. „ 

Given the quality -of ■ EQIy 
Col toll's fiery fcjihcri'.eu'ht 
and Alan Davila ns hU niuniii'.er 
(a small portly figure who 
proves a --skippiie> ■ virtuoso), 
that is a pity.

Hong Kong was all paper lan¬ 
terns, coloured lights and 
brightly illuminated signs pro¬ 
claiming ** Xung Hei Fat 
Choy”, which is Cantonese for 
Happy New Year, when I 
emerged from Kaitak airport 
on the first of this month to 
.'attend the fourth Hong Kong 
Arts Festival. China’s lunar 
year, this time the propitious 
Year of tbe Dragon, had just 
begun, in Hong Kong a four- 
day public holiday. 

Bang in the middle of it the 
festival was due to start—bang 
is not;quite the mot juste since 
the traditional fireworks -are 

? rohibited these days, alas! 

he opening event of the festi¬ 
val aptly demonstrated that this 
British colony is one place 
where, pace Kipling, East and 
West emphatically do meet. 
Britain had exported the bands 
of the Grenadier Guards (fife- 
and-drmn as well as military) 
who marched up and down, 
across and round the square 
between City Hall and Queen’s 
Pier, plaving music as diverse 
as “ Roll. out the Barrel ”, 
“ Land of Hope and Glory” and 
“Va, pensiero” from Verdi’s 
Nahvcco. Honk Kong supplied 
two groups of graceful Chinese 
girls, who danced with fans and 
baskets, and choirs of hoys and 
girls who sang Mandarin songs, 
to a piano accompaniment that 
sounded rather unauthentic. 

Then came the most striking 
confrontation. Into. the square 
ar top speed -writhed the year’s 
own dragon, its immensely long, 
brilliant-hued body and mon¬ 
strous, lovable head supported 
by some two-dozen fleet-footed 
boys (memories of Hoffxumg’s 
Fafner 1). It haired at the Stens 
in front of City Hall, and Sir 
Murray McLebose, the Gov¬ 
ernor of Hongkong, symbolic¬ 
ally brought the beast to life by 
touching its eyes and tongue 
with, a magic wand, whereupon 
it perked up and skedaddled 
away, while the rest of ns, those 
who had tickets, went to hear 
the HaHe Orchestra give the 
first concert of the festival. 

European residents used to 
regard the colony as a cultural 
desert unless they made com¬ 
mon cause with the age-old and 
thriving Chinese artistic activ¬ 
ity. As the aeroplane increas¬ 
ingly shrank the world, music¬ 
ians and other representatives 
of Western arts - likewise 
stopped in Hongkong more fre¬ 
quently. The City Hall was 
fatdlt; with two auditoria, one 
for symphony concerts, the 
other for theatre or chamber. 
music* Next year the new Arts 
Centre will be open, with fur¬ 
ther JraHs for artistic events. 

In the middle of this cultural 
crescendo Hongkong decided to 
mount an arts festival and 
turned to Ian Hunter, Britain’s 
festjvalmaker-in-chieL Hunter 
brought to Hongkong an annual 
orgy of the world’s outstanding 
artists in music, theatre, dance. 
Now he has handed over the 
artistic direction to Anthony 
Chardet of Chichester Festival 
Theatre, and Hongkong Festi¬ 
val’s policy is discreetly moving 
away from the international 
supermarket concept towards 
one where, like Hongkong itselE, 
east meets west and in which 


the major artistic events wiU be 
culled as much from the east as 
from Europe and America. 

For the European resident 
.of Hongkong the attraction of 
this festival is still the visit at 
the Halle Orchestra, the 
Chichester Theatre, and John 
Field’s assembly of ballet stars, 
together with Emlyn Williams 
as'Charles Dickens, Cleo Laine 
and John Dankworth, and from 
elsewhere in Europe the Swiss 
Mummenschanz mime company 
and Paco Pena’s flamenco 
troupe. Already this Hongkong 
Festival has proved commerci¬ 
ally the most successful to date. 
Practically everything is sold 

out; and on the first night the 
Governor announced that from 
now an the Government will 
substantially subsidize the festi¬ 
val, it is said to the extent of 
25 per cent of the badgex. 

The Halle Orchestra has 
shouldered a Herculean labour 
by giving 11 concerts in two 
weeks, its own conductor James 
Lough ran being assisted by 
Meredith Davies and Owain 
Arwel Hughes. Programmes are, 
by British festival standards, 
conventional, Rachmaninov the 
most prominent composer. 
Several British works were 
included, properly, though 
Walton was tbe only living 
composer represented. 

The first concert amply 
demonstrated the dramatic 
improvement in fire and preci¬ 
sion and varied stylistic accom¬ 
plishment that Loughran has 
imposed on the HaII£ since be 
took over . after - Barbirolli’s 
death: With his readings of 
Dvorak’s New World, Rach¬ 
maninov’s second, and Brahms’s 
first symphonies, played with 
freshness and splendour, be 
established his authority as an 
interpreter of stature. I 
admired his honest accompani¬ 
ment to Stoika Mil a nova’s 
gracious account of Beethoven’s 
violin concerto, even more his 
sterling support of the power¬ 
ful and enthusiastic interpreta¬ 
tion by Moura L'ympany of 
Rachmaninov’s third piano con¬ 
certo. The other soloist in these 
concerts was Peter Katin whose 
imperious exposition of the 
great Brahms B flat piano con¬ 
certo duly impressed Hongkong. 

This year’s musical pro¬ 
grammes prompt two questions. 
Does the Hongkong Festival 
intend to be international only 
in the selection of performers, 
or also l in the audiences it 
attracts ? An international 
audience will want, surely, a 
more recherchi repertory. And 
then, granted that older people 
in Hongkong pine for live per¬ 
formances of standard sym¬ 
phonic favourites, should not 
this festival be a tt ra cti ng young 
audiences by bringing the most 
tasteful and inventive rock 
groups and specialists in con- 
temnorary classical music? 

Mr Chardet is as keen to 
broaden the festival’s repertory 
as its scope, but his first duty 
has been to make it commer¬ 
cially viable. It may be 
three or four years before he 
works his way to the sort of 
Honvkong Festival that he 
ideally envisages.

Solti- began his series of sir: 
February and March concerts 
with the LFO on Tuesday with 
a programme devoted to Bartok. 
A defiant enough start, though 
the punch was slightly pulled, 
the three works being entirely 
from Bartok’s last and stylis¬ 
tically least difficult phase. It 
was also a fine start, with much 
penetrating insight and some 
brilliant playing. 

Last Friday Boulez showed 
us how lurid and upindulgent 
the early romantic Bartok of 
Bluebeard really is. It was 
fascinating now to find Solti 
insisting on the essential vigour 
and pugnacitv of the lare 
romantic Bartok. His attack at 
the start of the Divertimento 
was snnremelv arresting and 
forthright, and perfectly in 
keeping with the markings, 
though one wonders how the 
composer would have reacted 
to a complement of 60 string 
players in this work written for 
the Easle Chamber Orchestra 
(the score pleads for a mini¬ 
mum of 22 players). The main 
requirement, of course, is a 
strong, clean line, and this the 
LPO achieved admirably. 


The weakness of Solti’s style 
is its lack of repose. He missed 
the stillness of the Divertimento 
slow movement, catching only 
its intensity. And in both the 
other works passages of rest 
tended to be spoilt by a kind 
of residual electric charge from 
the music to which they were 
meant to be supplying contrast. 

Nevertheless, Kyung-wha 
Chung’s dazzling performance 
of the Second Violin Concerto 
had moments of hypnotic sweet¬ 
ness, most notably of course in 
the main theme of the Andante 
tranquiUo. That she could 
moreover ' keep her technique 
so . completely nnder control 
while visibly (for me, too 
visibly), responding to Solti’s 
aggressiveness in the outer 
movements was remarkable: a 
big plus mark for oriental dis¬ 
cipline when oriental impassive- 
ness had gone by the board. 

The Concerto for Orchestra, 
the great work of Bartok’s 
American period, bad in this 
performance very much of the 
American flavour. There is 
irony here. The sleek society 
which now fosters Bartok’s 
interpretation treated the man 
himself with shameful insouci¬ 
ance, and perhaps that is wbv 
it is difficult quite to like such 
effortlessly brilliant playing of 
this wonderful concerto, which 
in itself certainly demands 
nothing less. 


As You Like It 
Young Vic

Alan IJjrlow’s single set, which 
broods over the entire, perform¬ 
ance of the Young Vic’s As You 
Like li, suggests many things, 
but not the idyllic forest of 
Arden. Its tom, patchy cloth, 
dripping like so much , ragged 
laundry above the stage, could 
be the torn parachutes of a 
jungle war and would perfectly 
accommodate Peer Gvntis trolls, 
but it closets Shakespeare’s 
comedy. 

. The Victorian costumes, also 
by Mr Barlow, would well suit 
a Dickens novel, or, perhaps 
more aptly, something new by 
Lewis Carroll, as .the classic 
motley clown” Touchstone is 
presented as the Mad Hatter 
and given store-bought tricks to 
perform. Others arc garbed as 
Van Gogh rustics; Audrev. tiie 
lusty wench who seduces Touch¬ 
stone, agojri suggests Peer 
Gym and in her dress could 
well come from a kingdom of 
pigs;' Duke Frederick the 
usurper holds a military court 
and Rosalind’s manly costume 
is a knickcrbocker suit. 

Thors should be enough 
humour loft- in Shakespeare’s 


comedies to protect them from 
the outrages of fashion and to 
keep the audience happy how¬ 
ever the director chooses to 
dress his actors. Eut Alfred 
Lynch's production is so tricked 
out, and yet so serious in its 
scorch for a personal style, that 
pitifully few of'the laughs sur* 
. vivo. 

Hie myriad of ideas sugges¬ 
ted by the costuming could 
well be misleading, aud surely 
in some ways musr be mislead¬ 
ing because the idea*: comrn- 
dict themselves. If Touchstone 
is seen as a Mad Timor, per¬ 
haps Rosalind ?ntl Ctiia’s f'ialit 
into the forest is Aliev’s flight 
into Wonderi;uid, and not a 
banishment.

Role of mercenaries in Angola 


Fishing dispute over mackerel . 
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by die negative evidence that, 
though they receive major pub¬ 
licity, the corruption cases that 

■ reach our courts are, by., and 
large, over sums of money that 
are paltry by - international 
standards. 

Both reactions' have a strong 
■measure of justification. It is a 
fact that a great part of the 
world’s commerce is conducted 
on the basis of “agency” and 
'other payments on such a scale 
that they can only be considered 
as bribes. In certain parts of the 
world the businessman is faced 
with a simple choice. Either he 
allows a bribe to be paid, or he 
does not get the business. 

There is indeed some evidence 
that excessive fastidiousness on 
the part of British businessmen 
and'governments!, in the face of 
other European competitors, is 
having the effect of losing con¬ 
tracts. Equally, it does seem 
evident that public and coxnmer- 

■ cial standards of honesty in this 
country are something of which 
we can still be relatively proud. 
. The important issue is whether 
this country can maintain stan¬ 
dards in this respect, while its 
business community is expected 
to_ compete in a world where 
things are often otherwise. A is 
to be stated unequivocally that 
every' attempt must be made to 
do so. Corruption may be an 


. inevitable part of life in societies 
which are inherently unstable* or 
in which the distribution - ox 
wealth and income is grossly 
uneven. It is socially, politically 
and economically debasing in a 
society such as ours. 

There will always be.a measure 
of corruption, some of which wul 
be uncovered apd some not. The 
absolute element is that society 
must not seem to condone corrup¬ 
tion in any form, for it is a con¬ 
stant battle to maintain and 
improve standards. The steady 
improvement of standards of con¬ 
duct in relation to financial 
affairs in this country over the . 
decades is evidence of how the 
process can work. So far as our 
commercial and business com¬ 
munity is concerned, the require¬ 
ment is that corrupt practices 
into which it may be drawn in 
other parts of the world, as part 
effectively of its “ promotional ” 
expenditure, should not carry 
over into the business life of this 
country. There have been recent 
cases Involving companies with 
an international trading charac¬ 
ter where there was a danger of 
this happening and they must be 
resisted. This is a further reason 
why thought should be given to 
the establishment of a standing 
tribunal on c o r r u p tion, charged 
with the investigation of current 
practices and the protection of 
die public interest. 
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which would explicitly recognize 
the Communists 1 contribution. 
These are demands which may 
possibly become realistic after 
the next general election if, as 
many people expect, the Commu¬ 
nists overtake the Christian 
Democrats as the largest party. 
Even then, it is by no means 
certain that the Communists will 
be satisfied with such a halfway 
house. What is quite certain, is 
that the Christian Democrats are 
not ready to accept it now. 

The Socialists’ dislike of the 
humiliation of being expected by 
the Communists to keep in power 
a government which both of them 
despise is understandable. The 
trouble was that they had no 
realistic alternative to propose. 
Indeed the only visible alterna¬ 
tive is an early general election, 
and that itself might well leave 
the problem unchanged. At least, 
when it came .to the point; the 
Socialists shrank from forcing a 
general election which the public 
did not want, and for which it 
might well have punished them. 
They very nearly.found them¬ 
selves thrust before the elector¬ 
ate willy-nilly by the right-wing 
Christian Democrats, who 


calculated that it might be to 
their advantage to hold an 
election quickly, before their 
opponents both inside and out¬ 
side the Christian Democrat 
party gained any more ground. 

It seems however that more 
moderate counsels have pre¬ 
vailed. Signor Moro is to remain 
in office, at the head of a' 
government impoverished by the 
departure of the Republicans— 
who had provided some of his 
most talented ministers—and 
benefiting from the abstention 
of the Socialists instead of their 
positive votes. In other words it 
will be a weak government even 
by Italian standards. But at least 
it can get on with handling the 
most pressing economic prob¬ 
lems, and at-least it will enable 
the general election to be held 
off until after the Christian 
Democrats have held their con¬ 
gress. Whether held this year or 
next, this general election will 
probably be the most decisive 
since 1948, and it is desirable 
that the .various parties make 
their positions as clear as 
possible before the electorate is' 
called bn to choose between 
them.

abstract point In their concern 
to link pay more closely to hours 
they have long tried to establish 
that basic pay rewards only the 
basic forty hours a week. The 
review body always resists this: 
extra hours do earn ex tra pay, 
but in assessing basic salaries it 
also takes some account of the 
general work burden. Perhaps 
rather tactlessly, it remarks in 
the new report that if it ever 
accepted the doctors 1 argument, 
basic pay would drop as the 
supplements went up.

“Cot deaths” almost certainly 
represent a multitude of disorders; 
“ cot deaths ” occur throughout' the 
world and are not amply the resulk 
of using one milk powder instead 
of another; unfortunately “cot 
deaths” even occur in babies who 
have been breast fed from birth. 

The widely publicized but mrforav 
ded link between Notional Dried 
Milk and “cot deaths” has caused 
alarm and I hope that the Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Social Security 
nrQ make a statement denying such

Sir, It is indicative of the present 
. paranoic state of mind of the Prime 
Minister that in the course of his 
statement to die House of Commons 
on Tuesday, regarding the involve¬ 
ment of a handful of British merce¬ 
naries -in Angola, be could describe 
this foroeas “ a vaa private winy”. 

He went on to declare: “That 
this [reenritment] is possible could 
be a threat to democracy in this 
country” 

The appallingly low level of 

Britain’s existing defence capability 
is well known—the fact that Britain’s' 
armed forces after full mobilization 
of all reservists (587,500) axe less 
than those of Switzerland (625,000), 
Sweden (636,600), or even Finland 
(700,300) with one twelfth ot 
Britain’s population, may be less 
well known—but to suggest that the 
recruitment of a few dozen unarmed, 
balf-trataed soldiers of fortune 
poses a threat to democracy must 
represent the height of absurdity 
and irresponsibility. 

If the conclusion to which the 
Prime Minister’s logic draws him 
were to be the urgent necessity of 
doubling the reservist manpower of 
the forces of the Crown, he would 
have my warmest support. Regret¬ 
tably, it is more likely to lead to 
a ludicrous witch hunt for mythical 
p rivate armies on a par with the 
Prime Minister’s hysterical accusa¬ 
tions against the press and the 
! present vendetta of his press office 
; against Times Newspapers. 

WhHe the Prime Minister carries 
on Ms vacant and vigorous crusade 
against these hypothetical conspira¬ 
cies, die really serious issues are 
carefully side-stepped. To anyone 
who did not know the Prime Mini¬ 
ster and the House of Commons it 
would pass belief that half an hour 
could be devoted to the condemna¬ 
tion of a few dozen British merce¬ 
naries in Angola without any serious 
or forthright denunciation of the 
12,000 Cubans who are fighting there 
in a mercenary capacity on behalf 
of the Soviet Union. 

Hie fact that an army of 12,000 
mercenaries equipped with jet air- -

There can be no doubt diet the

Sir, I would like to express the 
views and facts as one par ti c i pant 
sees them of that lesser knows 
fishing dispute in the South West, 
the “mackerel war", about which 
there has been some correspondence 
of late in your colu mns . 

Over the past five years or so the 
pelagic tnrming and “hooker” 
fleets of Devon and Cornwall have 
grown by natural laws of economics 
to iwiHirh expanding markets found 
by our respective co-operative 
societies, and these markets appear 
to be fully exploited. However, soon 
after the season stated in Septem¬ 
ber, 1975, there was an influx of 
Scottish, vessels,' and the markets 
became grossly over supplied, and 
fish surplus to market requirements 
has had to be hauled away to 
Humberside fish me al plants, greatly 
reducing dm profitability of this 
local fishery to participant vessels. 

Now the local fleets would have 
been economically viable were xc not 
for the incursions of the newcomers 
into the market structur e, bat the 
newcomers are in die mam seeking 
a temporary reprieve from their 
economic straits as a result of the 
collapse of the herring boom due t» 
overfishing by a very heavily 
capitalized section of the inshore 
industry. Being represented by a 
Secretary of State the Scottish 
section of the industry appears to 
have received greaser Government 
assistance financially than their 
English c ounte rp art s, represented by 
a Minister of Agriculture, and the 


Scottish pelagic fleet now finds 
itself heavily over-capitalized with 
the annihilation of the berriBS stocks 
by these super efficient vessels. 
Hence sections of that fleet now turn 
their attentions to the m a cker el 
stocks q pd . markets of the South 
West. Our worry in the South West 
is not only concerned wit h rite loss 
'.of our markets -to these newcomers, 
hut also with the fate of the stocks 
if they receive the same concen¬ 
trated attention as the herring 
stocks. 

It is a situation which should, and 
cut only be, resolved by Government 
intervention, if one economically 
viable part of an industry is not .to 
be sacrificed to another seeking a 
short term answer to its financial 
problems. But the Government risks 
alienating its supporters in Scotland! 
and giving votes to the Scottish 
National Party If it intervenes in 
favour of the local fleets, bat this it 
must do if it is to have any credi¬ 
bility in the South West. It is. a 
situation which the Government will 
repeatedly have to face as the 
ripples ci the “ cod war ” reach our 
trr *d distant water... fleet 
operators turn their attentions to 
the stocks around our own coasts, 
with simil ar effects on local inshore 
fleets which are at present viable.

The economics of fish farming 


From Dr J. G. W. Jones 
Sir, The truth probably lies some¬ 
where between the different views 
expressed by Mr JeRacoe (January 
30) and Mr Gilchrist (February 3). 
Whilst fish farming of the kind 
envisaged by Mr JeDicoe is based 
on carnivorous species and can by 
no stretch of the imagination be 
described as something for nothing, 
fish species do exist which are herb¬ 
ivorous and which are known to be 
capable of utilizing plant by-products 
of agriculture. Such a species is 
the. grass carp (Ctenopharyngodan 
idella). If tbig species can be shown 
to Hve up to its reputa ti on, then 
fish farming takes on a different 
dimension jo terms of the feed 
supply fa sustain it, the balance of 
payments and, particuJariy, support 
energy costs. 

' Further, it has been calculated by 
Gerald Leach (Energy and Food 
Production, published oy the Inter- 
national Institute for Environment 
and Development) that marine fish 
land ed in the United Kingdom 
. require about 20 times as. mu c h 
energy, as fossil fuel, to get them 
to the dockside as they themselves 
r p TK pwi for human consumption. This 
compares -with two to four times as 
much in the case of - conventional 
animal products at the farm gate. 
It is too early, to say yee bow 
efficient the farming of grass carp 
might be m this respect.

Westminster in status) fuelled 
speculation that the Vatican’s 
next announcement wifi come as a 
surprise. 

Mgr Woriock, who once worked 
In the East End of London along¬ 
side the present Bishop of Liver¬ 
pool, the Right Rev David Shep¬ 
pard, will succeed the Most Rev 
George Beck, who has submitted 
his resignation on the grounds of 
m health. The archbishop-elect 
Is expected to be installed in 
March as head of the largest 
Roman Catholic diocese In Eng¬ 
land and Wales, with more than 
half a million members and nearly 
600 priests. - 

He Is 56, and- was ordained In 
Westminster.Cathedral In 1944.Tie 
served as private secretary to three 
archbishops, including Cardinal 
Heenan. He became a parish 
priest in the East End in 1964, 
and Bishop of Portsmouth in 1965, 
where he became known for bis 
wholehearted application of the 
rinciples of the Second Vatican 
ounefi. 

Since 1967 he has been episcopal 
secretary to the Bishops’ Confer¬ 
ence of England and Wales, and 
consular to the Vatican’s Coun¬ 
cil of Laity.

Of course we always say- how 
useful general histories of the 
rinema are,• provided, 
naturally, that. they are . not 
scattered with inaccuracies. 
But it is hard; not to wander 
from time to tune,: useful to 
whom and for what.?'' David 
Robinson’s • World - 'Cinema 
(1973), the closest competitor 
to' this new book in size and 
scope, is immediately useful 
foe '■ quick reference in its 
selected filmographies and 
canters briskly, through the 
.facts of the .matter -without 
pretending to offer any revolu¬ 
tionary new interpretation: 
perfect for beginners and 
people studying film at school. 
Eric Rhode’s book seems to : 
aim‘rather higher: it is not 
teadily usable as a.' quick 
guide, -and it does show dis¬ 
tinct signs of'. developing an 
argument by laying special em¬ 
phasis on the . relations of 
national cinemas at various 
periods to the society within 
which they flourished-'and-from 
which they took, or Si some

Healey tax scheme to 
justify low pay norm

Mr Healey, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, is known . to be 
troubled for what he regards as 
garbled accounts drculating • 
recently of his thoughts about 
toe new stages of incomes 
policy. He is expected shortly 
to make-bis position dear 

The Chancellor believes that 
the tax system can be used to 
justify a lower general norm 
than might otherwise be accept¬ 
able to trade unions. But he 
does not think that tois is a 
way of reconciling bos own 
preference for a percentage 
norm from next August wito 
Mr Jack Jones’s declared wish 
for a continuing- flat rate 
element .in toe' pay .increase, 
ceiling. 

Mr Healey’s point is a simpler 
one. If, for example, the -Trades , 
Union Congress would accept, 
say, a 5 per cent norm, together 
with a sufficient increase in per¬ 
sonal allowances against income 
tax to raise take-home pay by' 
the equivalent of a. further . 2 
per'cent on gross pay, inflation 
could be brought down foster 
without any extra sacrifice .by 
workers. 

Two per cent of present-aver¬ 
age weekly full-time earnings of' 
men is about £135 of which 
47p goes in tax. An increase of 
£130 in toe annual personal 
allowance, which now stands at 
£675 (and £955 for a married 
man), would bring a simitar 
benefit to toe average earner’s 
take-home pay. 

The Chancellor win further 
be making the point that work¬ 
ers will benefit'in addition from 
the fact that prices will rise 
more slowly as a result of the 
slower increase in wage and 
salary costs. Thus the same 
take-home pay will buy more, 
under, say, a 5 per cent norm 
plus £130 increase in personal

J West Germany ana France are 
i planning to cooperate on advan¬ 
ced reactor technology. 

Herr Hans Matthofer, West 
German Technology Minister, 
disclosed today that questions 
of cooperation in the fast 
breeder and high, temperature 
reactor sectors would be high 
on the list of topics for discus¬ 
sion between the two countries 
at their regular twice-yearly 
round of intergovernmental 
talks which open in Nice tomor¬ 
row. 

A Technology Ministry 
spokesman in Bonn said that 
while it was probably too early 
to expect a firm treaty, a joint 
ministerial declaration outlining 
future-plans was likely to be 
agreed. 

Germany is turning to France 
because earlier plans for co¬ 
operation with Britain broke 
down. A Ministry report indi¬ 
cates that cost factors are play¬ 
ing a key role in German think¬ 
ing towards international 
cooperation on the next genera¬ 
tion o£ nuclear reactors- 

The report, which has been 
placed before the technology 
co mmitt ee of the Bundestag, 
discloses that the prototype 
5 odium 1 cooled fast breeder 
reactor being built by Ge rm an, 
Dutch and Belgian companies at 
Kalkar, on the lower Rhine, is 
likely to cost about DM741m 
(£142.5m) more than the 
DM1,535m originally estimated. 

The 280 megawart high tem¬ 
perature reactor under construc¬ 
tion at Scbmehausen is 22 
months behind schedule and 
likely to cost DM350m more

An attraction of cooperation 
wish France is that technologi¬ 
cally the two country's efforts 
should fit together well. France 
is considered to be somewhat 
ahead of Germany in fast 
breeder technology while Ger¬ 
many has the edge in high 
temperature reactor develop¬ 
ments. 

In the longer term Germany 
is anxious to make a success of 
fast breeder reactor technology 
to help secure its nuclear fuel 
supplies towards the end of this 
century. The ministry report 
notes that whOe u rani tan sup¬ 
plies are assured over the 
medium term, uncertainty 
remains in the “very long” 
term.

Arguments against Concorde 


From Mr Richard H'iggs 
Sir, Professor Scorer (January 
30) is perhaps the only British 
scientist (apart from those who 
work on it) to make a habit of 
publicly supporting Concorde. 
He must be the only “ environ¬ 
mentalist” to do so. Possibly 
because his position is becom¬ 
ing increasingly indefensible 
even on his peculiar terms, he 
now seeks to promote his argu¬ 
ments by implying that “the 
director of the Anti-Concorde 
Project” runs a Rolls-Royce 
car of almost Concordian 
extravagance. 

The A-CP has no director; 
it has a secretary—myself—and 
I own a Rolls-Royce. Since the 
A-CP and I are in fact chronic¬ 
ally impecunious, please may I 
point out that the Rolls-Royce 
is 50 years old. that I bought 
it 20 years ago for £80, and 
that it has for many years been 
laid ap- Like Concorde it is a 
technological curiosity; unlike 
Concorde it was an excellent 
capital investment. 


Professor Scorer says that 
Concorde “uses about twice as 
much fuel to get a passenger 
across the Atlantic as a sub¬ 
sonic jet plane ”. According to 
British Airways, it uses 4.1 
times as much. The eaergy 
used by Concorde is largely dis¬ 
sipated as kinetic heat gene¬ 
rated at supersonic speeds and 
in the supersonic shock wave 
(the infamous “sonic bang”).

Sir, For many years it has been 
becoming apparent that with the 
advent of more and more 
machinery shorter working 
hours and more leisure are on 
the way. 

In these circumstances surely 
tiie way to deal with overman¬ 
ning is not redundancies result¬ 
ing in total employment for 
those affected but rather some 
form of work sharing.

W. T. ■ Grant, the United 
States chain store winch has 
already become the second 
largest financial crash in 
America’s hisrory, appears to 
have lost the fight for survival. 

The 11-strong committee 
representing major creditors of 
the group this week decided 
that the company should close 
despite the rationalization that 
has taken place since its severe 
problems came to light last 
October. Since October the 
chain has survived by filing for 
financial reorganization under 
Chapter XI of the Bankruptcy 
Act, which allows it to continue 
operating pending the prepara¬ 
tion of a- reorganization plan. 

Tbe official creditors commit¬ 
tee, according to Grant, had 
decided unanimously that pro¬ 
ceedings should be instituted 
for an adjudication of bank¬ 
ruptcy, which would force the 
company to file under Chapter 
X or tbe Bankruptcy Act. 

The fight for survival has 
been vigorous. But it has been 


conducted against a background 
of seemingly insuperable odds. 
In the year to the end of 
January last year, the group 
made a loss of $177m on total 
sales of $ 1.8 billion—a 
performance exceeded only by 
Penn Central which lost $56Gm 
in 1971. Then in the first half of 
the 1975 financial year it man¬ 
aged to record a loss of $lllni. 

The- crash of . .Grant came 
despite last-minute attempts to 
prop np the ailing giant. Mr 
Robert.Anderson, formerly vice- 
president of retail' merchandis¬ 
ing of^ Sears Roebuck, the 
country's _ leading ’ chain, was 
brought in as president and 
chief operating officer last 
May. 

But the company was already 
toiling under heavy debt bur¬ 
dens. At ihe end of January 
1975, borrowings stood at 
5601m, compared with $453in a 
year earlier, though cash had 
risen from $46m to $S0m.

applied at the last minute and. 
the 'debt and costs having been 
paid, the petition was about to be 
dismissed. 

His Lordship considered that, 
on the whole, justice would best 
be served by allowing the credi¬ 
tor* •; name to. be added, although 
it might deprive the petitioning 
creditor of the fruits or bis vigil¬ 
ance. . 

The court was bearing a petition 
by British and Irish Steam Packet 
Co (UK) Ltd, of London, for M. 
McCarthy & Co (Builders) Ltd, 
of Han well, London, to be wound 
up by the court. 

Mr A. J. Templeman for Bushey 
Plant Hire Ltd, the new creditor; 
Mr Robin Potts for the petitioning 
creditor. The company was not 
represented. 

HIS LORDSHIP said the petition 
raised a short point on which 
there was no reported authority 
or established practice. Tbe ques¬ 
tion was whether a creditor who 
had not given notice under rule 
34 should be allowed to go on tbe 
list of creditors supporting the 
petition at literally tbe twelfth 
hour. 

Tbe company bad been pre¬ 
sented with a petition on Decem¬ 
ber 23, 1975, by a judgment credi¬ 
tor with a debt of £400.

Tbe applicant had then taken 
action hoping to follow Mrs 
Green’s footsteps. Leave had been 
granted for Ids application before 
the Divisional Court. 

The case of tbe applicant and 
Mrs Green’s were capable of dis¬ 
tinction, bat in the eyes of any 
intelligent layman they would be 
indistinguishable. It would be 
quite wrong for different conclu¬ 
sions to appear to have been 
reached in them. For that reason 
the application should be granted. 

However, since Green's case 
represented certain changes in the 
law as understood up to now by 
practitioners, his Lordship would 
add a few points of his own to 
indicate matters v.bich might 
require Further consideration and. 
were perhaps not finally and 
totally settled by Green. 

The first point related to the 
admissibility of affidavits on an 
application for certiorari. Tbe 
rule was that certiorari would not 
go for an error on tbe face of 
the record, unless the error was 
really on the record. That was 
an important safeguard. The 
remedy was dramatic and power¬ 
ful and important, but it would 
be completely swamped and de¬ 
prived of ail its force if such a 
rasli of business came through the 
court that their Lordships were 
incapable of handling it. 

One of thz rules which had kept 
the operation of the remedy within 
reasonable bounds was the require¬ 
ment that the error of law com¬ 
plained of should appear on the 
face of the record, no one bad 
put the point more eloquently than 
the present Master of the Rolls 
in R v Northumberland Compen¬ 
sation Appeal Tribunal. Ex pane 
Shaw ((1952] 1 KB. 33S. 353): 

“ Notwithstanding the Strictness of 
the rule that tbe error of law must 
appear on the face of the record, 
the parties could always by agree¬ 
ment overcome this difficulty. If 
they both desired a ruling of tbe 
Court of King’s Bench on a point 
of law which bad been decided by 
the tribunal, but which had not 
been entered on the record, the 
parties could agree that the ques¬ 
tion should be argued and deter¬ 
mined'as if it w-ere expressed in 
the order. ... It became a regu¬ 
lar practice For parties to supple¬ 
ment tbe record by affidavits dis¬ 
closing the points of law that had 
been decided bv the tribunal. This 
course was only taken if no one 
objected. It seems to have been 
adopted by litigants as a con- 
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rerrient alternative to asking the 
tribunal to make a speaking order. 
. . . The explanation of all these 
cases is, 1 think, that the affidavits 
arc treated by consent as if they 
were pan of the record and make 
it into a speaking onJcr.” His 
Lordship would agree with every 
word of what the Master of the 
Rolls bad said and believed that it 
was the law. It was on that state¬ 
ment that Lord Justice Browne 
had based his decision in Green. 

If affidavits were to be used, 
one of the most valuable affi¬ 
davits to be obtained would 
tend to come from the court 
or tribunal from which the motion 
was laid. In general, tbe chair¬ 
man of a tribunal or court could 
make an affidavit setting out tbe 
attitude of the court and, if he 
thought fit, giving reasons for 
his conclusions. But he was not 
bound to do so. Justices were 
never bound to give reasons for 
tlieir decision, and could not be 
made to give them, as it were, by 
tile backdoor, under the guise of 
a preparation for certiorari. If 
they were not bound to give 
reasons, certiorari should not go. 

Another point his Lordship 
would make related to the culpa¬ 
bility of a surety as a factor in 
determining whether the surety 
should be forfeited. Tbe oons of 
showing absence of culpability 
was dearly on the surety. He had 
come forward and bad said he in¬ 
tended to pay a certain sum in a 
certain event. If later he said 
that the penalty should not be 
enforced, it was for him to show 
reasons. 

Many sureties bad no oppor¬ 
tunity of seeing that the accused 
would come to court. It was not 
right that a surety should be able 
to excuse himself from the penalty 
because he was not at fault in 
not seeing that the accused 
attended the court. 

On the question of a surety’s 
means, die system of having 
sureties would be defeated If the 
amount to be forfeited was limited 
to the surety’s means, so that 
any surety not having the means 
would not be liable. 

The real effective force of the 
system was the power it exerted. 
It might cause the offender to 
attend his trial rather t™" subject 
his nearest and dearest who bad 
gone surety for him to undue pain 
and discomfort. It could not be 
the law that a surety could 
escape his responsibility by show¬ 
ing that be was not able to pay 
anything. A surety must have re¬ 
gard to his circumstances before 
entering into the recognizance. 

Mr Justice Kilner Brown and 
Mr Justice Watkins agreed. 

An order was made to quash 
tiie decision of the justices. No 
order for costs was made in view 
of the applicant’s delay

Compelling councils 
to clear rubbish 


Regina v Royal Borough of 
Kensington and Chelsea, Ex 
parte Bird wood 

Before Lord Widgery, Lord Chief 
Justice, Mr Justice Kilner Brown 
and Mr Justice Watkins. 

Where an individual seeks to 
take action against a local auth¬ 
ority for failing in its statutory 
duties, if the statute under which 
those duties arc imposed contains 
a specific remedy for the indi¬ 
vidual to pursue, then only that 
remedy is available to him and 
he win not succeed in an appli¬ 
cation for mandamus. 

The Divisional Court so stated 
in refusing an application by the 
Dowager Lady Birdwood, of Phfl- 
beach Gardens, Earls Court, for 
an order of mandamus, directed 
to the Royal Borough of Kensing¬ 
ton and Chelsea, compelling it to 
cany out its dudes under the 
Public Health Act, 1936, and the 
London Government Act, 1963, In 
respect of the collection of refuse 
and the cleaning of streets. 

Mr Patrick Ground for the local 
authority ; Lady Birdwood in per¬ 
son. 

The LORD CHIEF JUSTICE 
said that tbe application for man¬ 
damus was based on a continuing 
period of frustration over a num¬ 
ber of years during which the 
streets of CMsea and Kensington 
had been polluted with uncleared 
rubbish and had reached a con¬ 
dition which could not be des¬ 
cribed as anything less than 
disgraceful. The applicant had 
campaigned for a number of years, 
smd having, as she thought, ex¬ 
hausted all of her remedies, she 
applied to their Lordships’ court 
in July, 1975, for leave to move 
for an order of mandamus. She 
was granted leave. 

There was now a great deal of 
material before (he court in the 
form of affidavits and exhibits, 
and there was no doubt that tbe 
condition of the streets was dis¬ 
graceful. But the applicant recog¬ 
nized that tilings had Improved 
since July. She accepted that the 
local authority was now doing its 
nest and it could not be said that 
it had abandoned its duties. Her 
application was frustrated because 
conditions in the streets had im¬ 
proved in the meantime. 

There were remedies other than 
mandamus which could be pursued 


by a dissatisfied ratepayer with 
regard to die cleansing of streets 
and clearing of refuse. Under 
section 72(2) of the Public Health 
Act. 1935. there was a power to 
call on a local authority to remove 
the refuse of the individual who 
exercised the power, and the appli¬ 
cant had bad some success under 
that provision, as had some of her 
neighbours. But there was nothing 
in section 72(2) to provide for 
clearing the streets; it was very 
limited in Its scape and designed 
only to enable a single householder 
to ensure that his own refuse was 
cleared and little more. 

Section 73 provided for the 
removal of trade refuse on similar 
terms. Section 322, as amended, 
provided for complaints to be made 
to the minister if the local 
authority failed in its duties tinder 
the .Act, and if the minister felt 
the local authority bad so felled : 
be could order an inquiry to be 
held ; if after the inquiry he found 
that tbe local authority had felled 
in tu duties, be could make an 
order declaring it to be in default! 
and - directing it to discharge its 
functions within the time limit 
imposed by the order. That was a 
to uch wider remedy than that 
under section 72 because a rate¬ 
payer could set in motion the 
machinery for having toe matter 
looked Into. 

The applicant bad got in touch 
with the minister with a view to 
Ms implementing section 322, but 
he had felled to do so. 

Mr Ground submitted that toe 
applicant had not exhausted all 
her remedies, but that was not 
true. She bad sought a remedy 
tinder section 72 and under section 
322,. had written innumerable 
letters, and bad issued a writ. The 
statute itself supplied its own ex¬ 
clusive remedy In section 322 and 
that, being so, an order for man- 
damns would not normally go. In 
Pasmore v Oswaldtwisile ([1S9SI 
AC 387), • which concerned a 
similar provision in toe Public 
Health Art, 1875, It was held that 
only toe statutory remedy was 
open to individuals and so no 
mandamus was available. 

The application was refused with 
costs. 

Mr Justice Kilner Brown and 
Mr Justice Watkins agreed.

Stays in custody cases 


Wyatt v Wyatt 

The Court of Appeal, dismissing a 
father's appeal in a custody case, 
stated that it was undesirable to 
have-an unlimited stay of execu¬ 
tion 'in a case involving infants. 
The judge had given the parents 
joint custody oE toe children with 
care and control to the mother in 
the matrimonial home, and ordered 
the father to leave the matrimonial 
home by September 30, 197S, 
allowing a stay of execution pend¬ 
ing appeal. 

LORD JUSTICE ORMROD said 
that it was paramount that cases 
Involving children should be heard 
as 3000 as possible. Parties 
aggrieved by delays should bring

them to the notice of toe court, 
so that they might he stopped. 
Unless parties did so, the court 
eotxld not help them. 

LORD JUSTICE STAMP said 
that whether a stay was granted 
depended on the facts and the 
urgency of toe matter. The proper 
coarse for a judge asked to stay 
an order indefinitely was to stay 
It for a limited period of time but 
one which was sufficiently long 
for an application to be made to 
the Court of Appeal. If toe matter 
were urgent, toe Court, of Appeal 
could fixe a date for the hearing 
of toe appeal and give such direc¬ 
tions as were desirable. 

Sir jobn Pennycnlck agreed.. 


Fearnley v Feamley 
Sir George Baker, President, said 
in the Divisional Conn of the 
Family Division, that an appeal by 
a former husband from toe refusal 
of justices to vary his former 
-wife's maintenance order was just 
another of the many cases tout 
came before tbe courts on which 
tbe Legal Aid Fund had spent 
money when the only people con¬ 
cerned were the Department of 
Health and Social Security. It was 
a grave public scandal. 

It was a familiar story. There 
had heed a divorce, the husband 
bad remarried and now had a 
second famllv. The first wife and 
child were supported by social 
security and she had signed over 


her maintenance order to toe 
department. She had told toe 
justices that it did not pay her to 
work and that it did not matter 
if toe order was reduced as her 
allowance from the state would 
be toe same. 

Justices were not fitted to make 
searching Investigations utto a 
husband’s finances. It would be 
sim pler and a more fi tting use of 
public funds if the department 
assessed toe amount a husband 
should be required to pay to the 
department than to use cumber¬ 
some court procedure to ascertain 
ft. _ 

The appeal was allowed. The 
wife’s order was reduced from £5 
a week to £2.

Perhaps the biggest criticism of the 
818 is the lack of interior space. Any¬ 
one of more than medkan height will 
be puriied for bead and'leg room in 
the back, and I even found entry to 
the driving seat awkward partly be¬ 
cause of the large steering wheel. The 
Austin Allegro, in spite of bring about 
five inches shorter overall, is greatly 
superior in these respects. Boot space,. 
again, is not as good as on the AHegro 
or Escort. Instruments and minor con¬ 
trols are admirably functional, and 
there Is an effective beater.

to include .a written examination on 
the Highway Code and car mainte¬ 
nance. Hie present- driving test poses 
no difficulty: a candidate may not be 
able to read the words on a road sign, 
but if be can satisfy the examiner that 
he recognizes the sign and knows what 
it means all is welL On the eyesight 
test; an illiterate person is allowed to 
draw the number plate instead of 
reading it off. 

A written examination would, of 
course, change the position, and if 
exemptions were made for one group 
others would claim them as welL On 
the safety question, most road signs 
carry, symbols rather than words and 
present less difficulty to non-readers 
than, for instance, place names. So an 
illite r ate driver _ may take . a wrong 
turning but he is unlikely to pass a 
Stop .sign. The Department of the 
Environment says there is no evidence 
that illiterates are more of-a danger 
on the road than the rest of us.
